But one half has never 
been tuld me— the meekest person that I 
have seen when compared to thee are but 
churlish ru’‘hens; and I have eveté since 
thattime had the greatest aversion 
to any thing that savours. in the 
least degree ef pomposity or worldly 
grandeur In a professed gospel minister.—

istry, 1 foresaw that against me would be 
arrayed all formal church establishments, 
all the prejudices ef education, all the su- 
perstition ot the age. Ina word, all the 
Rominal professors of christianity of every 
denomination, throughout my knowledge 
imthe known world ; yet I calculated there 
was more for me than against me and be- 
i persuaded that this gospel was 
wer of God, in ahout one month | 
o publish the glad tidings of the 
pel. and could say in truth that the gos- 
| that was preached by me, was not after 
an; for I neither received it of man nei- 
ther was I taught it by man, but by the re- 
velation of Jesus christ, through the me- 
dium of the holy spirit in opening my un- 
derstanding to understand the scriptures. 
Soon after I began te preach in Warwick, 
there was a considerable addition to our 
svicety there. Soon I was called to preach 
in Richmond at stated times and collected 
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a considerable ef a society there. A man 
by the name of Thomas Barnes came from 
the town of Jeffrey to hear me eut of cu- 
riosity and he was caught in the gospel net 
and invited me to come over to Jeffrey to 
help them, which I did, and considerable 
numbers gathered there. Then we called 
a general society meeting in Richmond to 
erganize ourselves inte a regular church 
and seciety, at which I was made choice 
of as their minister, and »e appointed three 
of our members acacons, one from Ware 
wick, one from Richmond, and ene from 
J: ffrey, and set up church discipline and 
stated society meetings to be holdea annu- 
ally at Richmond. After I had preached 
abeut three years it was agreed at one of 
our annual meetings, that brother C. Rich 
should receive public ordination as minis~ 
ter of the united society of Warwick, Rich- 
} mond and Jeffrey, and wherever he should 
be called by divine Providence. We sent 
ior Elder Adam Streeter to assist at said 
ordination. Said Streeter had been or- 
dained tn the baptist order. His faith 
was increased until it became Abrahamic 
and accordingly the ordination was atten- 
ded in Richmond, accompanied with about 
300 people, and as I considered myself le- 
gally authorised, Iscrupled not to solem- 
nize the ordinance of marriage. But this 
could not fail to give great offence to the 
congregational seciety in Warwick,and the 
first deacon of said Church came to inform 
me thatewery dollar that I took for marry~ 
| ing people in that town took so much by 
| traud from their minister. ‘ Yet,” said he 
“it you will agree to do so no more, I will 
promise not to prosecute you for past offen- 
ces.’ Ashe wasno more a town minis- 
ter than I was we refused to submit to this 
requirement, and soon they prepared war 
against us. I was indicted before the coun- 
ty court for celebrating the ordinance o 
marriage, not being legally authorized. If 
appeared at court made tull proof of my 
ordination, and was acquitted by the court; 
and had my name recorded as regularmin- 
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isterin the tewn of Warwick. As ouran- 
nual meetings served the same as our con- 
ventions do now, we gave letters of licence 
and ordained preachers, &e. and in the 
vear 1785 I received a circular letter from 


Oxford signed Dr. Fisk, requesting me, in | 


behalf of that society to give said letter cir- 
culation to all the societies where I had la- 
bored to meet in cenvention at Oxford, 


which was done accordingly in September | 


following. When met we organized our- 
selves into a convention, and ifmy memo- 
vy serves, Eld. Adam Streeter was Mode- 
rator, and Dr. Fisk, Clerk. Brother Zeph- 
eniah Laythe was present at that meeting, 
hut was conscientiously scrupulousin put- 
ting his hand to a paper covenant. H: 
said it savoured too much ef formality and 
therefore he did not act with us; and so 
there was only two public speakers that ac- 
ted in said convention,viz. brother A.Stree- 
ter and myself. We adjourned to meeta- 
gain at Oxford, in 1786, at which meeting 
our brethren John Murray, Elhanan Win- 
chester, Z. Laythe joined and acted with 
us. We agaid adjournedto 1787 to meet 
in Oxford again at which brother Hosea 
Ballou met with us who has attended all 
our general conventions ever since and 
must be possessed of much more informa- 
tion from that time than myself. 


CALEB RICH. 


The narrative of Elder Rich was penned 
by his daughter, during his last illness, a 
short time previous to his death. Too fee- 
ble to write himself, she wrote it verbatim 
from his own lips, as he had strength from 
time to time, to repeat it. Under suc! 
circumstances, a cerrect style and elegant 
comnosition could not be expettec: By 
altering the language in some places, 2nd 
by correcting the arrangement of many of 
the sentences, the narrative might have 
been rendered more legible, and its appea- 
rance much bettered in the eye of the par- 
ticular and nice. But the matter is as im- 
portant as though it were conveyed in an 
eminent styleand elegant language. We 
therefore chose to give it to our readers in 
the precise manner and words with which 
it was repeated, as it thereby would be | 
presented as his dying testimony, without 
its being altered. | 
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SACRED EVIDEN CE IN FAVOR OF

“In the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. ” These 
are the great receemer’s words, which es- 
tablish his rule, by which every word of 
truth may be established or confirmed.— 
By the above rule we should confirm everv 
word of our sentimétnts. This methed I 
am determined to pursue, in proving the 
divine word of a final universal renova. 
tion of all lapsed intelligences, to be a part 
ofthe word of eternal truth. 

I shall frst show the absolute certainty 
of allmen being finally born again and 
made holy- To the holy low of the spirit, 
and to the blessed testimony of the glori- 
ous gospel of Jesus Christ, I make my ap: 
peal for evidence. And first, to the spir 
me law. 


t. John, 3 3, 8,7. “Excect a man 
Oe orn again, he cannot see the kingrd mm Of 
God. Marvel notthat lI said unto thee, ye 
must be born again.” That Is, must be 
bern again to sce the kingdom of glory. 


Heb. 12,14. “Follow p.ece with ail men 
and hdliness, without which no man shal! 
see the Lord.” 

Here by three witnesses in the spiritual 
law, we prove that io man, except born «a: 
can see the kingdom o! God, and that 
without peace with all men and holiness 
none can see the Lord.

rit, bemg all made holy, and universal 
peace ensue agreeable to the glorious char- 
acter of the prince of peace.

declares the endless death of man, such 
fallacious word never preceeded out of 
the mouth of God, it cannet be the word 
of the God of truth. Forthere is not a 
word of God Sut what man shall live by, 
as has been-plainly proved. WMence if any 
one supposes, thatany part of the holy 
scriptures go to support an idea of eternal 
death to any part of mankind, it must be 
ewing toa wrong understanding of God’s 
word, for by ail that can be properly called 
his word man shall live, notwithstanding 
such lifeshould be obtained threugh the 
means of temporary death, or in other 
words, man should first pass through tem- 
porary death.

I think noone can havethe temeri- 
ty, to contend thatthe language “ every 
word,” means only seme words, as some 
contend the word every, when applied to 
i ietcae of mankind means only all of 
asupposed clect, to the exclusion of the 
major part. A mere evasion contrary to 
good sense and true reason. ‘“ Man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every ward 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God,” 
or from God. Implies that earthly perish- 
able substance, only supports with short 
life, the perishable animal constitution of 
man, the eternal life of the spiritaul nature 
of man, supported by every word that pro- 
ceedeth from the true and living God, who 
is the Father of our s>irvits, and from whom 
we draw every spring! of divine Iife, 
trom whom, as a living source no final 
deathcan proceed, any more than bitter 
water can flow from a sweet fountain ; nor 
does he by his wor toretell a final fate of 
man contrary to his divine nature pi 
termined for his depencent 
Hence itis, that man shall have final and 
eternal life according to every werd of t! 
God of life, and salvation. ‘Therefore no 
evidence can be foundin his word in fae 
vour ofendiess death. 2” 
In Revelation, Christ is evidenlyéat- 
led the word of God, because he is the Me- 
diator, through whom eternal life is fo be 
communicated toevery man, or in whom 
eterna! life is given te all the human 
In.the frst chapter of St. John’s gospel, 
ts said to be in the beginning with God, as 
the word, andthat in him was life, and 
that this same lite 1s the light of men, 
which lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world. It must fellow that nothing but 
eternal life to man can possibly flow thro’ 
Jesus to mankind ; but what will produce 
in the eng, their eternal life. Then as ev- 
ery word of God is communicated thro’ 
him,as the only Mediator between the infi- 
mite God and finite man,it will follow, that 
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through him none can be adjudged to. end- 
‘essdeath. And this idea ts well suppor- 
ied by his own words. ‘ The son of man 
s netcome to destroy men’s lives, but to 
save them.” Andagain, * For God sent 
not his sun to judge the wor/d, but to save 
the world.” Hence this conciusion is just 
that man shall not eternally die, but at last 
and finally live by every word of God. 
Therefore, Christ, as the medium of every 
word of God, will never sentence any one 
to endless death. Henee no scripture is 
rightly understood by any one, who sup- 
poses said nassage to assert the gloomy 
doctrine of endless death, and unavailing
